The Mississippi river in the 
St. Louis area is “excessively 
polluted” and therefore subject 
to corrective action under the 
Federal Water Pollution Con- 
trol Act, F. W. Kittrell, chief of 
stream pollution studies of the 
United States Public Health 
Service, said today. 


The act, 


gives the Government power to | 


compel abatement of pollution 
of interstate streams. 

Kittrell spoke at a meeting 
of representatives of govern- 
mental agencies and private in- 
dustry at Soldiers’ Memorial at 
which plans were discussed for 


reducing pollution of the Mis- | 


sissippi and Meramec rivers 
and the Coldwater creek water- 
shed. 

Those Attending Meeting. 

Attending the conference 
were representatives of the 
States of Missouri and Illinois, 
the Bi-State Development 
Agency and the United States 
Public Health Service. The 
meeting was called under pro- 
visions of the water pollution 
ac! 

The Mississippi river in the 
St. Louis area often is covered 
with oil waste and large quan- 
tities of floating garbage, Kit- 
trell said. “An average drop of 
water in the Mississippi at St. 
Louis contains 20 sewage bac- 
teria,” he added. 

The East St. Louis and In- 
terurban Water Co. receives its 
water supply immediately be- 
low the Wood River refinery 
area, Kitrrell said. Although 
both the refineries and the 
water company have invested 
much money in means of re- 


moving impurities, the water 
still is unsatisfactory ‘and 
plagued by taste and odor 


problems,” Kittrell added. 
Problems Down Stream. 
Cape Girardeau, Chester, 
Ill... and Menard Penitentiary 
at Chester have serious water 
supply problems because of 
pollution of the Mississippi at 


St. Louis. Kittrell said. Be- 
sides making the water below 
St. Louis of bad taste and

Acquitted in Clayton 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A small item in ae recent 
Post-Dispatch brought to light the 
terrible fact that human life can 
be taken with impunity by an 
automobile in Missouri. 

Frank E. O'Donnell, a real estate 
dealer, was acquitted of man- 
slaughter in Circuit Judge Fred 
E. Mueller’s court at Clayton, a 
full two years after Miss Marie 
T. Hinn was struck by an automo- 
mobile driven by him. She later 
died of her injuries 

O'Donnell drove his car over 
the curb and onto the sidewalk 
where Miss Hinn was standing, 
struck her and then continued on 
for a mile further west on Natural 
Bridge road until forced to the 
curb by two witnesses of the in- 
cident. O’Donnell’s automobile was 
described in news accounts the 
next day as having weaved, yet 
he was never charged with care- 
less driving or with leaving the 
scene of an accident. 


I am told that the trial of 
O'Donnell was continued six times 
while he enjoyed his freedom and 
the chance of successful prosecu- 
tion, due to attrition of time and 
the availability of witnesses, be- 
came less and less. All this time, 
O'Donnell had the privilege of 
driving on the highways of this 
and other states and today he is 
free of any charge. 

The Post-Dispatch many times 
has had editorials on the needless 
slaughter on our streets and high- 
ways by careless driving. There 
will never be much improvement 
in this condition, it seems to me, 
until the Missouri law is pruned of 
all the loopholes which enable 
motorists to escape punishment 
in street and highway maiming 
and killing. 

How long will it be before the 
large mass of decent and well in- 
intentioned people of our com- 
munities awake and demand laws 
with teeth in them and prompt 
action by our enforcement officers 
and courts?

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The Bartering Begins 


Secretary Dulles’s rejection of the Soviet 
plan for a foreign ministers’ conference does 
not rule out a summit meeting, as he says. 

Judging by precedents, the Kremlin gam- 
bit is only the beginning of a bartering exer- 
cise in which both Moscow and Mr. Dulles are 
playing their accustomed roles, After a suit- 
able exchange of recriminations and counter- 
proposals, the conditions for a summit meet- 
ing may yet be agreed upon. Whether Mr. 
Dulles likes it-or not, a powerful tide of 
world opinion is. virtually forcing such a 
conference. 

We cannot agree with Columnist Joseph 
Alsop, who writes from London that prep- 
arations for the summit meeting are 
“frightening” and that such a conference 
might turn into “a major disaster, as the last 
summit meeting very amply proved.” 


Even negotiations that fail need not be a 
disaster, and it is a misinterpretation of his- 
tory to describe the Geneva conference of 
1955 in any such terms. Actually, as Harold 
Stassen pointed out last week, the 1955 meet- 
ing did have constructive results. It led to 
the establishment of the atoms-for-peace pro- 
gram, it opened up negotiations for broader 
cultural exchanges which are just now com- 
ing to fruition, it sharpened the awareness 
on both sides that neither side could win an 
H-bomb war. 


These were modest gains. No great polit- 
ical problems were solved. But the results of 
Geneva were far from disastrous, and there 
is no good reason to assume that a new Ge- 
neva would be so. 

But do the Russians really want any settle- 
ments at all? This question naturally clouds 
the pre-summit preparations and cannot be 
answered with certainty. When the Kremlin 
proposes a foreign ministers’ meeting with as 
many as 30 participants, its good faith can be 
sharply challenged. 

It is possible, however, that in proposing 
a 30-member conference, what the Kremlin 
really hopes to get is merely something other 
than a’ Big Four conference in which Russia 
is outnumbered 3 to 1. Mr. Stassen has wise- 
ly suggested that the atmosphere of any con- 
ference would be better if the Soviet Union 
did not sit alone on the Communist side of 
the table, and that Poland and Czechoslovakia 
might usefully be added.

Our own diplomacy cannot be content 
merely to doubt that the Russians want set- 
tlements. It must determine what settlements 
the United States is ready for. Therefore it 
is good news inded, if true, that the American 
position on suspending nuclear tests is being 
reviewed, and may be revised. 

Mr. Stassen thinks the Russians would ac- 
cept a two-year trial pact providing for effec- 
tive inspection under United Nations super- 
vision. He may be right or wrong about that; 
but the important thing for Washington is 
whether the United States Government will 
accept such a pact. 

If it would, then our country would be in 
a very strong position whatever the Soviets 
did. And if Mr. Stassen turned out to be 
right after all, the negotiating of such a pact 
alone—even if nothing else were done— 
would more than justify summit talks.

It is not often that a Republican appointee 
enjoys such enthusiastic indorsement of 
Democrats as does Judge’ Marion C. Matthes 
of the St. Louis Court of Appeals, whom 
President Eisenhower has elevated to the fed- 
eral judiciary. Senators Hennings and Sy- 
mington of Missouri, Gov. Blair, Lt. Gov. Long 
and other prominent Democrats have com- 
mended most generously the White House’s 
choice for the Eighth Federal Court of Ap- 
peals. Senator Hennings expedited the nomi- 
nation through the Judiciary Committee, but 
not without an adequate hearing, and now the 
prospect is that the Senate will act in a few 
days on the unanimously favorable commit- 
tee report. This speed is especially welcome 
since the vacancy has existed for a year, ever 
since Justice Charles Evans Whittaker was 
promoted to the Supreme Court. 


Who Is Musial? 


What’s fame but a bubble that bursts, a 
jade that runs off with another man, a neon- 
lighted will-o’-the-wisp? The occasion for 
these bitter reflections is the experience 
Stanley the Manly Musial sustained at the 
bipartisan gathering of notables in Washing- 
ton last week at a spring workout in behalf 
of the foreign aid program. 

We are not clear as to just what Mr. Musial 
was doing there, but in that potpourri of 
fame he went not only unhonored and un- 
sung but also apparently unrecognized. Oth- 
ers were applauded when they were intro- 
duced, but not our man Stanley. Only silence 
greeted him. It was a sobering experience 
not only for one who has worked his way up 
to fame one hit, one run, one catch, one throw 
at a time, but also for those who are ambi- 
tious to make their way up there too. 

We suppose that while fame’s glitter looks 
global to the unpracticed eye, it’s true that 
with very few exceptions nobody is famous 
to everybody. One man’s notableness is an- 
other man’s anonymity. Or what, as Laurence 
Stallings once asked, price glory? 

Our distinguished fellow-townsman may 
console himself that it could have been 
worse. In Tel Aviv Premier David Ben-Gurion 
of Israel asked the other day, “What's golf?” 
Maybe those fellows in Washington had never 
heard of Musial, but we venture to predict, 
if Drew Pearson has not beaten us to it, that 
every one of them had heard of baseball. 


Plimsoll Lines for Cigarettes 


The Federal Trade Commission’s intention 
of setting up a standard testing system under 
which a machine will smoke a ‘cigarette at 
the rate of so many puffs a minute down to a 
stub of a specified length as a check on nico- 
tine and tar is causing some huffing and puff- 
ing in the tobacco industry. 

And well it might, for just how rapidly 
and how far does the “average smoker” burn 
his cigarette? One company fears the FTC 
standard will be geared to the chap who 
“smokes continuously until the coal reaches 
his lips.” Another said its smoking machine 
operated on a butt-length determined after a 
survey of butts picked up in the street. 

But wouldn't the butts be very long, in say, 
Wall Street, where the tycoons majestically 
flip them and very short in, perhaps, South 
street, where the dock wallopers and seamen 
congregate? And doesn’t a nervous or an 


angry man take several more puffs per min- 
ute than a contented chap or a day dreamer? 
Perhaps, though, the FTC can come up with 
cigarette markings akin to the Plimsoll line 
on a ship’s side indicating the limits of sub- 
mergence for the vessel in various waters 
by the markings: tropical load line, summer 
load line, winter load line and winter load 
line, North Atlantic. Then the testing ma- 
chines can have at the weed—and the human 
smoker can go on as he pleases. 


Now Hear the Senatars 


Richard A. Mack’s resignation after serving 
only two years of his seven-year term as Fed- 
erai Communications Commissioner came 
less than five days after his testimony before 
the House Commerce subcommittee. 

This is a measure of how hot the fire had 
gotten around this completely unqualified 
Eisenhower appointee to one of the most im- 
portant of the independent regulatory 
agencies. " 

After ex-Commissioner Mack paraded his 
improper financial dealings in the Miami Na- 
tional Airlines television case, the White 
House had two choices. One was to persuade 
Mr. Mack to resign. The other was to take 
steps to attempt to remove him from of- 
fice. When Chairman Harris of the House 
investigators threatened to start impeach- 
ment proceedings in Congress, the Mack 
tenure moved quickly to its tragic end. 

The head of the successful applicant for 
Miami television channel 10, President George 
T. Baker of National Airlines, makes a fair 
point in defense of his subsidiary company’s 
application and Mack’s vote for it. Mr. Baker 
says that Mack ought not to be made “the fall 
guy” and that the House Commerce subcom- 
mittee ought to hear from several Senators 
who sponsored Mack or were interested in 
the assignment of the profitable channel. 

Two Florida Senators, Holland and Smath- 
ers, and Senators Kefauver of Tennessee and 
Magnuson of Washington are listed as mem- 
bers of the Senate who intervened with the 
FCC on behalf of a losing applicant. Mr. 
Baker thinks they ought to be called. 

It ought not to be necessary to call them. 
Senators Holland, Smathers, Kefauver and 
Magnuson should be glad to appear before 
the House subcommittee and report on their 
relations, if any, with any applicant for this 
financially valuable TV channel. Senators are 
on the investigating side of the table fre- 
quently. They ought to be just as quick to 
answer questions when the public interest 
requires it. 

On Senator Holland’s behalf, let it be noted 
that he has already said he will be “very 
glad” to testify. He declares he has “nothing 
to conceal.” 

One thing the Florida Senators ought to 
explain is why they thought Richard A. Mack 
would make a suitable member of a commis- 
sion which decides important issues, running 
into the millions of dollars. A man with his 
odd financial obligations and operations was 
not a good risk in a FCC commissionership. 

What made Senators Holland and Smathers 
indorse him and commend President Eisen- 
hower for making the appointment? 


Word of Caution for New York 


It is not for. Missouri to tell New York 
what to do in the matter of setting a date 
for its primary election, but this may be an 
opportune time to say again that August is 
just about the worst possible time to hold a 
primary. The reasons against an August pri- 
mary, -which Republican leaders at Albany 
are now reported as favoring, are numerous 
and compelling. 

August is the chief vacation month. Pub- 
lic interest in civic affairs is at its ebb for 
the year. Citizens who are away on vacation 
must either cast an absentee ballot or lose 
their vote. As a consequence, political bosses 
have proportionately greater influence. Pro- 
gressive forces in Missouri have been trying 
for years to change the primary to the more 
seasonable month of June. But the profes- 
sional politicians block these efforts every 
time. 

If New Yorkers go in for an August pri- 
mary they should do so with their eyes open, 
fully aware of the warning hereby sounded 
out in Missouri. We hope the 1959 Mis- 
souri Legislature, elected next November, 
will be the one to chasge the Missouri pri- 
mary from August to May or June. 


Confusion Compounded 


Publication of President Eisenhower's un- 
derstanding,swith Mr. Nixen in the event of 
presidential “inability” does not clarify. It 
confuses an already tangled situation. 


What the Administration now tells the 
country, in effect, is that Mr. Eisenhower has 
constitutional power to arrange for a tempo- 
rary accession of the Vice President to the 
presidency, but that any other President 
would need to be authorized to do so by 
a constitutional amendment. 


The fact is, of course, that Mr. Eisenhower 
has exactly the same constitutional authority 
as any other holder of his office. If he can 
transfer his powers to somebody else during 
a period of disability, then so can any Presi- 
dent, and no legislation or constitutional 
change is needed. And conversely, if statu- 
tory or constitutional authority is necessary 
for some future President, it is also neces- 
sary for this one. 


As Mr. Eisenhower acknowledges by still 
advocating a constitutional amendment, some 
change in the legal position is definitely re- 
quired. The nub of the situation, unchanged 
by the “understanding” with Mr. Nixon, is 
that a Vice President cannot become Presi- 
dent, in the sense of possessing all his pow- 
ers, without taking the oath of office; and 
once he takes the oath he cannot retransfer 
the office to the President upon the latter’s 
recovery. 

Is it not obvious that the understanding 
between Mr. Eisenhower and Mr. Nixon 
ought to be embodied at once in a statute 
which will apply to all occupants of their 
offices, and not just to them? Why wait for 
the long and probably superfluous process 
of constitutional amendment? If the Presi- 
dent can interpret the Constitution in such a 
way as to authorize his understanding with 
Mr. Nixon, then surely Congress can inter- 
pret it in the same way for a broader pur- 
pose. At least Congress ought to try, and 
let the courts rule on the question. 
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President Eisenhower used the word “de- 
pression” at his press conference, and Secre- 
tary Hagerty, issuing a correction, seems to 
have been just a little bit recessed about it.

Journalistic Freedom 


In the matter of television’s cover- 
age of addresses by the Presi- 
dent, additional facts have come to 
the fore. They cast a disquieting 
light on the exercise of journalistic 
independence by the networks. 

President Eisenhower's speech, 
Feb. 25, closing the bipartisan con- 
ference on foreign aspects of United 
States security, was not covered live 
by television. White House Press 
Secretary James C. Hagerty did not 
request TV time nor did he urge 
camera coverage, the networks said.

Included in the $374,000 increase 
for supplies and expenses in the 
1958-59 budget is an increase of 
$103,000 in contracts for annual 
building repairs, consisting of in- 
terior painting of 30 schools, mod- 
ernization of maintenance shops, and 
repairs and improvements to the Ad- 
ministration Building.

T HERE'S a new breed of 


women bowlers around 
these days. For them the 
tenpin season is coming to a 
close, but the time for their 
greatest sports activity is 
just ahead. They are golfers. 


It all began about six win- 
ters ago when a group of 
them grew weary of just 
waiting for spring weather 
and resumption of play on 
the links. They missed the 
thrill of knocking a ball 
down the _ fairway, and 
longed for the weekly com- 
petition and the feeling of 
accomplishment that goes 
with developing an athletic 
skill. 

“Why don’t we bowl to- 
gether during the winter?” 
someone asked. And bowl 
they did. 

That was the beginning of 
a movement from country 
club to bowling lanes that 
has grown into four women’s 
daytime leagues at Brent- 
wood, and one each at Es- 
quire, Airport, Arena and 
Embassy Lanes. 

The majority of these 
leagues are composed of 
members of a single club— 
Glen Echo. Westborough, Old 
Warson and Norwood — but 
some admit golfer-bowlers 
from any club that belongs 
to the Women’s District Golf 
Association. 

Three of the pioneers in 
the golfer-bowler idea com- 
pete in three leagues a week. 
They are Mae Kramer, Helen 


Haeckel and Lillie Lint- 
zenich. On Tuesdays they 
roll in the Golf - Bowls 


League at Esquire, on Thurs- 
days they are with the Pin 
Belles at Airport, and on 
Fridays they eompete in the 


Country Club Women's 
League at Brentwood. 
Except for giving their 
teams such names as “Slic- 
ers,’ “Chippers,” and “Mul- 
ligans,” the women keep 
their seasonal sports sep- 
arate. After all, golf is a 


game in which the idea is 
to stay below 100, while in 
bowling it is desirable to be 
above the century mark. 

Angela Mica, who instructs 
at Esquire, says that few of 
the Golf-Bowlers have to 
worry about breaking 100. 

“Very few of them knew 
anything at all about bowling 
when they started here three 
seasons ago, but they've pro- 
gressed very well,” said Miss 
Mica. “I suppose that, being 
golfers, they have an athletic 
ability that carries over into 
any sport.” 


“Souped-Up St. Louis,” 
We’re Known as in lowa. 


HE DES MOINES Regis- 
T ter recently carried a 

story telling of the high- 
est three-game series ever 
bowled in the state of lowa, 
an 800 in a Sioux City tour- 
nament. In the story it was 
mentioned, in bold-face type, 
that “nine of the other top 
15 scores in the nation came 
in St. Louis, where ‘souped- 
up’ — through legal — alley 
conditions lead to outlandish 
scoring sprees.” 

This, unfortunately, is typ- 
ical of the feeling of bowling 
people in other parts of tHe 
nation. No matter what a 
St. Louis bowler may accom- 
plish, if he does it in St. 
Louis, they attribute it—in 
part at least—to the scoring 
conditions here. 


Billy Golembiewski is the 
hottest league bowler in De- 
troit this season. Using the 
city’s two top eircuits as a 
basis, Golembiewski’s com- 
bined average is five pins 
better than anyone else's. 
The 29-year-old native of 
Grand Rapids has 209 in the 
Times Classic (traveling) and 
220 in the Detroit Major, for 
a 214.1 combined. Nearest 
him is Eddie Lubanski with 
206 and 213 for 209.1. The 
Falstaff’s Harry Smith was 
Detroit’s best league shooter 
in 1956-57. 

Marge Merrick leads the 
women with 191 in a travel- 
ing league and 193 in the 
Ladies Major. Eleven women 
average above 180 in the 
travel loop, which tours 35 
houses during the season. 


There has been some con- 
fusion among bowlers inter- 
ested in the March of Dimes 
tournament in progress this 
week. Men and women may 
compete for the two auto- 
mobiles and 480 other prizes 
in each league in which they 
are members.

Don’t Teach Reading 


“HOW CAN I HELP my child to read a primer? 
I'd like to have him able to read so as to skip kindergarten 
and do well in the first grade right off. He is a big 
strong boy and very bright and I’m sure kindergarten 
would bore him to death.” 

I wonder. Kindergarten, if administered properly, 
and few are not for such a teacher is well trained, offers 
the pre-school child valuable experiences. In this group 
they learn to know other children, what to expect from 
them and how to cope with it. They learn to be part 
of a group, to work in it with team spirit, merging their 
personal feeling into the team. This helps prepare 
them for work in the first grade classroom. 


About reading. There is a time when a child 
is ready for this. In some, this is earlier than in 
others. Kindergarten experiences ready the group 
for beginning reading so that the whole class, 
usually, is ready for work in first grade. This 
readiness is highly important to the children’s 
success in beginning this subject. When they 
are ready, reading comes easily to them. If they 
are not, the attempt to teach them can have 
disastrous results. 


It is because of this readiness condition that I am 
cautious about approving any home instruction in reading. 
The child may not be ready. And there is another 
sound reason against. There is a certain technique the 
teachers of reading use. This may vary from teacher 
to teacher, but it is fundamentally common practice. 
This technique is a professional one and few mothers 
have learned it. When a mother teaches her child to 
read, he enters school with the techniques he was taught. 
They are different from what he meets in the classroom. 
This confuses him. ! 


A child entering first grade has many adjust- 
ments to make so that he is under pressure most 

of the time. When he is confused by conflicting 

methods of learning, he is under a heavier handi- 

cap than he can ill afford. Usually he has not 
been helped but burdened. 

When a- bright child asks what that big letter is, 
tell him. Leave it at that. When he asks what that 
word says, tell him that word. If ‘he asks “What does 
this say?” tell him. But, unless you have been trained in 
the psychology of reading and the techniques of praetice, 
it is wiser to leave the instruction ‘to the teacher.

Frederick Prausnitz, Who Will 
Conduct St. Louis Philharmonic 
Orchestra Tomorrow Night, Is 


U.S. Trained—He's a Stubborn Man

AN AMERICAN CONDUCTOR stood in the business dis- 
trict of Cologne, Germany, last fall and reflected that it looked 
like Main Street, U.S.A. As Americanized as that city is the 
conductor himself, Frederick Prausnitz, who lived in Cologne 
until he was 16 but is known as an American conductor. He 
is assistant dean of that noted American institution, the Juilli- 


ard School of Music. 


“Since all 
training came in this coun- 
try,” said Prausnitz, “I am a 
reversal of the old pattern of 
the American musician who 
went to Europe to study.” 

Prausnitz will be introduced 
to St. Louisans Thursday night 
when he appears as guest con- 
ductor with the St. Louis Phil- 
harmonic orchestra. 


He has commuted here 
from New York for five suc- 
cessive weeks to rehearse 
with the orchestra. His fel- 
low musicians already know 
him as a big man with thin- 
ning red hair and a thick 
red mustache, quick of 
speech and smile, dynamic 
of temperament, and pos- 
sessing—he is the first to 
point out—a strong streak of 
stubbornness. 


It was this stubbornness, a 
quality he feels is inherent in 
all musicians, which made him 
a conductor instead of a doc- 
tor in a long line of doctors. 


“My father was a_ doctor, 
my grandfathers, great-grand- 
fathers, all my uncles were 
doctors,” he said. “‘My father 
fought me all the way when I 
wanted to become a musician. 
Not that this was my first 
ambition. My first ambition 


was to be a garbage collector 
because they had such fine 
horses and I loved horses. At 
the age of 3, I terrified my 
family by running away from 
home to follow the garbage 
man.” 

His mother, a pianist who 
still teaches in her home in 
North Dakota, started him on 
piano lessons when he was 
quite small. She did not ap- 
prove when he switched to vio- 
lin, but, he says with a smile, 
“I had a very stubborn streak 
there, too.” 

It was in 1936 that the Praus- 
nitz family left Germany. Dr. 
Prausnitz came to the United 
States on business and decided 
that this was a better place for 
his children to grow up. Hav- 
ing studied English in school, 
young Fred got along well in 
the Quaker high school he at- 
tended in Philadelphia and 
does not recall the uprooting 
as much of an ordeal. 

“IT was 16,” he said,“ and this 
is the age when a boy likes to 
be adventurous, Your child- 
hood is over and you haven't 
established your own roots yet. 
It was a great thing not to have 
to go back to school. Of course 
I had to go to school here but 
that was new, it was different.” 

Only one thing displeased 
him about the Quaker school. 
It had no orchestra. He and 
some other youthful musicians 
decided to start one. They 
were not successful—although 
the high school does have an 
orchestra now—but they did 
get together their own orches- 
tra and his musical ambitions 
were fired. At that time he 
felt he would like to be a com- 
poser

“I was scared to death,” he 
said, in describing this pro- 
fessional debut. “I’d conducted 
at Juilliard but that was in the 


family. But you can learn 
about horseback riding only by 
sitting on a horse. It’s a little 
bit the same with conducting, 
you learn by doing.” 

Also as a student, he decided 
that the chamber music. de- 
partment of Juilliard was 
wrongly set up. 

“I drew up grand plans of 
how it should operate,” he 
said. “The plan did make some 
sense and through a combina- 
tion of fortunate circumstances 
it came to the point where I 
could carry it out. This coin- 
cided with my graduation, so I 


had a job.” 
Since 1946 he has been on

social embroilments, his mor- 
als, his politics or whatever.

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The Woman Who 
Sighed Too Much

Here is another in a series of stories on medicine's 

super sleuths, the diagnosticians who ferret out hia- 

den disease. The cases are from files of members of 
the California Society of Internal Medicine. 


MARTHA MORGAN WAS A CREDIT to her commu- 
ality xnd, arcording to all outward signs, an excellent 
mother to her three teen-aged children. She was head of 
the high school P.-T.A., thairman of the Girl Scout Coun- 
cil, on the library board, 
a member or officer of a 
dozen different clubs. 

The trouble was that 
Martha Morgan was too 
busy. She was a high 
strung woman, nervous 
and jittery, and too often 
she- found that club and 
committee meetings and 
her social ebligations con- 
flicted with the responsi- 
bilities of her home. 

As a result she was not 
only physically fatigued, 
but mentally torn  be- 
tween an inner drive to 
do more and more and a 
conscience stricken by a 
worry that she was doing 
nothing really well. 

For some time Mrs, 
Morgen’s doctor had been 
treating her symptoms of 
sleeplessness, fatigue and nervousness with simple medica- 
tions. The trouble was the better Mrs. Morgan felt as a 
result of this therapy the more she drove herself—so the 
whole affair was self-defeating.

One evening Mrs. Morgan and her husband 
were at dinner in the home of some friends, It 
was just when the main course was being served 
that Mrs. Morgan was swept by a sudden over- 
whelming sense of weakness. Then her heart be- 
gan pumping violently, like a runaway engine. She 
gasped for breath and frighteningly found that she 
could not breathe deeply or often enough to sat- 
isfy her need. She fainted there at the table, 
slumping back in her chair. 


Mr. Morgan rushed to her side and others helped to 
stretch her out on a couch, while the hostess telephoned 
her doctor. Just one possibility occurred to Martha Mor- 
gan and to all the others there: a heart attack. And the 
doctor, when he arrived, thought they might be right, al- 
though he, of course, could say nothing until he was sure. 


THE DOCTOR had Mrs. Morgan taken to the hospital 
and placed immediately under the care of an internist col- 
league. The latter, after his patient had somewhat re- 
covered, ran her through a series of thorough examinations 
and laboratory tests. 

Happily, he was able to assure Mrs. Morgan and her 
worried family that there was no sign of a heart attack 
or any other major disease. She was, he said, suffering 
from extreme nervous and physical exhaustion and was 
close to what is commonly called a “nervous breakdown.” 

But why the attack at the dinner party, Mr. Morgan 
wanted to know? The internist explained: this was the 
end result of something called the hyperventilation syn- 
drome—hyperventilating meaning overbreathing, and syn- 
drome meaning a set of symptoms or outward signs of the 
ailment. 

Mrs. Morgan remembered that for some time she had 
sighed deeply at frequent intervals, had often found her- 
self gasping for breath, in an effort to satisfy a sens:- 
tion of air hunger. She had frequently felt a sense of 
suffocation and habitually had opened windows, despite 
the fact that there was obviously sufficient fresh air in 
the room. 


The hyperventilation syndrome, the internist 
explained, starts when mental fatigue and nervous- 
ness overstimulates and irritates a part of the 
central nervous system that controls breathing. 
The resulting sighs and deep breathing mean that 
more and more oxygen is taken into the system, 
more and more carbon dioxide is expelled. The 
primary function of the lungs is to supply oxygen 
to the arterial blood and to carry off carbon diox- 
ide from the returning venous blood. But this can 
be overdone. A certain amount of carbon dioxide 
must be retainer to preserve the proper acid- 
alkaline balance in the body. 


Thus, in the normally functioning body a certain 
amount of carbon dioxide is dissolved in the blood and 
forms just enough carbonic acid to create this balance. 
When not enough of the acid is present the body becomes 
alkaline and a state called alkalosis develops. 


ALKALOSIS CAUSES increased activity of the nervous 
and muscular systems and the results may be spasms, 
numbness of the fingers and arms, face twitches and even 
fainting attacks. 

This is what ‘thad happened to Mrs. Morgan. Since 
all the symptoms are relatively harmless functional com- 
plaints, treatment was simple and direct. 

Bed rest was ordered to relieve Mrs. Morgan’s physical 
fatigue, and sedatives prescribed to check her nervous 
drive. She recovered quickly from the acute phase of her 
illness. 

Then, once more on her feet, Mrs. Morgan sensibly re- 
organized her life, cutting out completely many of her 
activities. 

She became a calm and happy woman and 
a better mother and a more fruitful citizen.

Nasal Allergy 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: My 10-year-old son always 
seems to have a cold. He has been this way since I can 
remember. He always complains of itching of the nose and 
eyes and sneezes a lot. Any suggestions? Sincerely, Mrs. 
N.D 

Answer: With that history I would immediately be- 
come suspicious of allergy as the cause of your son’s 
trouble. But such is only guesswork. Work it out with 
your doctor. I have seen too many of these “chronic colds” 
turn out to be abnormal sensitiveness to dust, pollens or 


foods. And they cleared up with proper treatment. 


These allergic children are usually worse in 
the morning on rising. I have seen them rub their 
eyes so hard and so long that the friction of 
rubbing itself produced intense redness and swell- 
ing. What should make you suspicious is that these 
‘“ olds” are not eontagious. Nobody else in the 
howse seems to “catch then.” 

Your doctor will examine your child’s nasal smear. 
If he discovers more than 2 to 3 per cent of blood cells we 
call eosinophiles he will become suspicious. If he finds 
over 10 per cent he is practically certain of the presence 
of allergy. 

Having made the diagnosis, he will then find the 
cause—and treat by desensitizing against the house dust, 
foods and pollens. He will do this either by using injec- 
tions or by telling you how to limit your child’s exposure 
to these substances that sensitize him. 

Many doctors believe that nasal allergy is the most 
common allergic disease in children, Therefore, if your 
child has “chronic sniffles’ better investigate.

NEW YORK, March 4 (AP) 

MORE THAN two out of 
three American women say 
they dislike the new sack— 
or chemise—fashions. But al- 
most half of them say they'll 
probably wear them, anyway. 

This, despite the fact only 
one husband in seven has ex- 
pressed himself as pleased with 
fashion’'s most recent re- 
arrangement of the female 
form divine. 

The Associated Press made a 
sack survey of women from San 
Francisco to New York from 
Maine to California. House- 
wives, §pinsters, society leaders, 
professional women, career 
girls, working girls and teen- 
agers were among those polled. 


The survey may not have 
proved much about the fate 
of the chemise silhouette, but 
it does seem to reinforce the 
average male’s conviction 
that dames are inconsistent, 
would wear a burlap bag if 
fashion so dictated, and that 
—whatever they do dress for 
—it isn’t the men in their 
lives. 


Statistics turned up are im- 
pressive but, no matter how 
closely studied, they just don’t 
make much sense. For instance: 

To the direct question, “What 
do you think of the sack sil- 
houette?” 26 per cent of the 
women vowed they liked it, 
they loved it, it was fun! An- 
other 54 per cent remarked 
with varying degrees of vio- 
lence that they disliked it, they 
loathed it, they wouldn't be 
caught dead in it. Twenty per 
cent made cautious, qualified 
answers—maybe for slender, 
hipless young ones, but not for 
me. One woman, a factory 
worker in Illinois, said, “I 
never heard of it.’ 

The next question was, “Do 
you plan to wear it?”

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‘Uncle Ray's Column

CERTAIN STRINGS of green 
algae have the scientific name 


of Ulothrix. They look like | 
forms of plant life, but the’ 
time comes when most of the. 


cells break open, sending out 
spores. The spores swim in 
ponds, streams or other bodies 
of water. 


Many of the tiny swimmers | 


go to stones or other solid ob- 
jects and become fastened 
there. So-called “cell walls” 
grow around them. 


The first cell increases in 
size, and division takes place. 
In due course there is a new 
green string, or filament, like 
the one from which the little 
swimmers came. 


That is the history in some 
cases. At other times two of 
the swarm spores unite and 


form a single swimmer. 


A united spore swims to a 


solid object and fastens itself 
there. Then a new green string 


is formed in the manner I have 


described. 


Green algae of a different 


kind are known as Volvox (a 
scientific name meaning “rol- 
lers’). These gather in little 
balls, making colonies. In one 
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The main part of a little ball 

composed of Volvox green al- 

gae. Notice the cilia around 
the edge. 


colony there may be 3000 meme 


| bers, or even more. 


Perhaps the most interest- 
ing thing about a Volvox col- 
ony is this: The members of 
the colony have cilia, and these 
are set in motion to make the 
ball turn around 

If the ball is in shade, the 
little rollers move toward sun- 
shine when possible. They 
work together when they beat 
their cilia in the water. 

Q. Why does the colony want 
sunshine? 

A. Like plants in general, 
Volvox colonies need sunshine 
to turn their green coloring 
material into food. 

Q. Can members of a colony 
break away? 

A. Many of them do break 
away. They travel in small 


groups. Some of those which 


break away (but not all) have 
cilia and can swim. A swim- 
ming member of the group and 
another member without the 
power of swimming may unite 
and become the parent of a 
new colony
